Tributes after 
double fatal 



FRIENDS and family have 
been left in shock after the 
death of two young people in 
a car smash at the weekend. 

Tributes have been paid to 
Cullum Miles, 25, and Stacey

Westwood, 20, who were 
killed in the accident on 
Broughton Road, Banbury, 
early on Sunday.

The blue Vauxhall Astra 
Mr Miles was driving is 
thought to have left the road 
near the turn for North 
Newington. 

The car, that had been 
travelling towards Bloxham, 
was discovered by a jogger at 
about 8am. The two victims 
were pronounced dead at the 
crash scene. 

A 28-year-old man was in 
the car at the time and 
suffered minor injuries. 

He attended Banbury 
police station later that day 
to assist officers with their 
inquiries. 

The victims, who were 
friends, lived in the Bretch 
Hill area of Banbury and 
attended Banbury School. 

Headteacher Dr Fiona 
Hammans said: “Staff and 
students who knew them 
both are absolutely 


devastated at the news. 

“They both had character 
and personality and we 
remember them really 
clearly. 

“This accident is really 
awful. It has had a massive 
impact. 

“It is a traumatic thing to 
happen anyway, so when you 
know the young people 
involved and they have their 
whole lives ahead of them, it 
is even more shocking.” 

A former pupil said: 
“Cullum was a happy person, 
always laughing and trying 
to make other people laugh - 
a bit of a joker. 

“He was popular. 
Everybody in Banbury knew 
him. 

“Even people who were not 
his friends are upset about 
what happened.” 

She said Miss Westwood, a

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THE 2012 Olympic torch will 
light up ten towns and villages 
across Oxfordshire next

summer. 

And a planned overnight stop 
in Oxford will also be celebrated 
with a free concert in South 
Park on July 9. 

The nearest the torch route 
comes to Banbury will be 
Bicester. 

It then carries on through 
Kirtlington, Woodstock, 
Kidlington, Oxford, Abingdon, 
Wallingford, Crowmarsh, 
Nettlebed and Henley over two 
days. 

In Oxford, city council leader 
Bob Price revealed the route 
will take in Blackbird Leys, the 
Mini plant and Cowley Road 
before stopping in South Park 
for a free celebration in the 


evening. 

The following day, he hoped 
the flame would be waved off 
from Iffley Road running track 
by four-minute-mile legend Sir 
Roger Bannister before wending 
its way along High Street and 
Abingdon Road. 

Five-time Olympic gold 
medallist Sir Steve Redgrave 
said: “I think it will be greatly 
inspiring for young people in the 
county. 

“The excitement has been 
building for a long time now, but 
next year, when the calendar 


turns to 2012, it will really 
start.” 

The torch will take 70 
days to complete its 8,000 
mile tour of Britain. 

Oxfordshire’s Caroline 
O’Connor, who represented 
Great Britain as a rowing 
cox at the Beijing games in 
2008, said anticipation for 
the Olympics was growing. 

The 28-year-old Oxford 
Brookes graduate, who 
hopes to make the 2012 
team, said: “I think it will 
make it a lot more real for 
people. It’s getting a lot 
more exciting. 

“There’s been a lot of 
talking about it in the 
county, but now we can see 
when things are actually 
going to happen and for it to 
come through our local area 
really brings it home.” 

The torch itself was 
created by Oxfordshire-born 
Jay Osgerby, in 
collaboration with London 
designer Edward Barber. 

Jay won a national 
competition to have his 
design chosen.

Mr Miles had played for 
Banbury Spurs FC as well as 
later the pub team for The 
Dolphin Inn, Middleton 
Cheney. 

Flowers and tributes that 
were left at the scene of the 
crash paid tribute to Miss 
Westwood. 

One said: “Stacey... forever 
beautiful, sadly missed, 
always remembered”. 

Another said: “Don’t think 
you or anyone else will ever 
know how much I’m gonna 
miss you!” 

Jamie wrote: “You are my 
world and I don’t know what 
to do without you. Please 
come home.” 

A football was left for 
Cullum from the “Bodicote 
boys”. A note with it said: 
“Top lad, top footballer, 
forever in our hearts.” 

An inquest into the 
accident is expected to open 
today or Friday. 

The crash happened about 
200 metres before the turn 
for North Newington - where 
17-year-old Jay Wills was 
killed after the Ford Ka he 
was driving crashed on 
August 31.

High Court hearing over licence wrangle 

Taxi driver in 
appeal battle 


CHERWELL District Council was 
at the High Court last Wednesday 
in its campaign to ensure a taxi 
driver was stripped of his licence, 
after he admitted assaulting his 
wife. 

Father-of-three Naveed Anwar, 
30, had been a cabbie for six years 
when, in March 2009, he pleaded 
guilty to attacking his wife, Samir, 
and was handed a community 
sentence. 

And when he revealed the 
conviction to the district council in 
September 2009, it refused to 
renew his Hackney Carriage and 
Private Hire Vehicle licences, 
saying he was not “a fit and proper 
person” to drive around the paying 
public. 

However, in January last year, 
Cherwell was left furious when 
Banbury Magistrates Court upheld 
Mr Anwar’s appeal, and restored 
his licences, after hearing of the 
dire financial consequences for his 
children and wife, with whom he is

now reconciled. The council has 
refused to accept the magistrates’ 
ruling - saying an important point 
of principle was at stake - and 
challenged their decision at 
London’s High Court. 

Council barrister Tom Horder, 
said it was every local authority’s 
primary duty to ensure the safety 
of taxi passengers and that the loss 
of Mr Anwar’s livelihood, and the 
consequences for his young family, 
were simply “irrelevant” to the 
issue of whether he was fit to drive 
a taxi. 

However, Tim Boswell, 
defending Mr Anwar, said the 
magistrates were right to find that 
the attack on his wife was an 
“isolated offence”. 

A domestic argument, the court 
heard, had “got out of hand” and 
the couple were now back together 


and there had been no similar 
problems since. 

He pointed to the evidence of the 
chairman of the Taxi Association, 
Mr Sikander Hayat, that to strip 
Mr Anwar of his livelihood would 
be “a punishment beyond the 
crime”. 

Mr Anwar, of Ferriston, 
Banbury, had a previously 
unblemished character, posed no 
risk of harm to the public and the 
magistrates were entitled to take 
into account the plight of his 
young family, Mr Boswell said. 

He added that Mr Anwar had 
been driving his cab again without 
problems since the magistrates 
restored his licences in January 
last year. 

Recognising the potentially 
widespread importance of the case, 
Judge Bidder QC reserved his 
decision on the council’s appeal, 
saying he would give his ruling as 
soon as possible.

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Project unveiled to help families of military personnel 


ACTIVITY days will be run at 
five armed forces bases in 
Oxfordshire, thanks to Ministry 
of Defence cash as part of the 
Community Covenant Grant 
Scheme awards. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
became the first local authority 
in the UK to sign up to a 
military covenant earlier this 
year. 

The aim of the covenant is to 
encourage charities, local 
authorities and businesses to 
work together to offer support 
to service personnel and their 
families, as well as reservists 


and veterans. Oxfordshire Play 
Association, which is funded by 
the county council, will run the 
activity days for families of 
military personnel at Bicester 
Garrison, RAF Benson, RAF 
Brize Norton, Vauxhall 
Barracks in Didcot and Dalton 
Barracks in Abingdon. 

The activity days will take 
place on dates to be fixed by the 
association. 

County council leader Keith 
Mitchell said: “The county 
council is keen to work 
with any people or 
organisations who have bright 


ideas that might lead to a bid 
being submitted to the 
Government. 

“There will be further 
bidding rounds for money from 
the Ministry of Defence for 
schemes and projects that help 
armed forces personnel and 
their families.” 

All bids must be considered 
by the Oxfordshire Community 
Covenant Partnership before 
being submitted to the MoD. 

At the signing of the 
military covenant at County 
Hall in June, charities and 
businesses pledged their 


services to help servicemen and 
their families. 

The county council also 
promised to spend £100,000 over 
the next 12 months to help 
people leaving the services to 
resettle in Oxfordshire. 

Council tax relief is being 
increased from 25 to 50 per cent 
for personnel while they are 
serving overseas and more 
Government money will be 
provided for schools that 
educate children from forces’ 
families. 

A Veteran’s Card to offer 
discounts was also launched.

New warning from trading standards 

‘Rogues’ turn

GARDENING and tree work is now 
rogue traders’ favourite con, new 
figures show. 

The service has overtaken 
driveways as the most complained 
about issue to Oxfordshire County 
Council’s trading standards team 
in the 12 months from April 2010. 

It said 87 gardening and tree 
incidents were reported, compared 
to 58 the previous year. This 
overtook driveway work, which fell 
from 85 to 83. 

Trading standards said a “large 
number of gangs” in the Cherwell 
district were responsible for the 
rise. 

The report is due to be discussed 
by councillors at a scrutiny 
meeting this week at County Hall. 

It comes as they warn the 
service will struggle if total 
complaints continue to rise.

A COUNCIL says it has saved 
almost £300,000 by 
introducing its food-waste 
scheme across its patch. 

Cherwell District Council 
has just marked the second 
anniversary of the start of 
introduction of the food- 
waste scheme in Bicester, 
Banbury and surrounding 
villages. 

The council says that since 
October 2009, a total of 8,000 
tonnes of waste has been 
diverted from landfill. 

Cherwell’s lead member 
for environment, James 
Macnamara, said: “With a 
saving of £37 per tonne of 
food waste diverted from 
landfill, that’s £296,000

taxpayers have saved 
themselves in the past two 
years. 

“There is still plenty of 
food going in with the 
general waste and it’s clear 
to see why we’d encourage 
people to make sure it is 
recycled instead. 

“If anyone needs help or 
advice to do this, we’ll gladly 
provide it along with a 
kitchen caddy if they don’t 
already have one.” 

Collections began in 
villages to the north of the 
district in October 2009 and

Charity shop 
slur ‘untrue’ 


LOCAL charities have hit back 
at claims that there are too 
many of their shops on the high 
street. 

Retail guru Mary Portas has 
suggested limiting their num¬ 
bers by placing a cap on how 
many charity shops can claim 
rate relief. 

It comes as part of her review 
into reviving Britain’s high 
streets for the Government. 

But David Cryer, who chairs 
the Charity Retail Association, 
said: “The problems on the high 
street are nothing to do with 
charity shops. In fact charity 
shops are often occupying prem¬ 
ises which would otherwise be

empty. Any cap on the number 
of charity shops is likely to 
increase the number of empty 
shop fronts. 

“The High Street Review 
should focus on the lack of con¬ 
sumer confidence, competition 
from out-of-town developments 
and ways to support small busi¬ 
nesses through the downturn.” 

Kate Liddle, chief executive of 
disability charity Style Acre, 
said: “At present, when times 
are tough, people on low 
incomes rely on charity shops to 
provide a variety of goods they 


may not otherwise be able to 
afford.” Charities are entitled to 
relief from business rates on 
non-domestic properties. 

But figures show that charity 
shops actually make up a small 
percentage of total shop across 
the county. 

Cherwell District Council con¬ 
firmed that charity shops made 
up just under three per cent of 
total shops in the district. 

But Graham Jones, of ROX 
traders association, expressed 
concern about streets having too 
many charity shops. 

He said: “Charity shops are all 
good things but too many in one 
location is not good news.”

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After ten years in charge of county council, leader plans to resign 


Mitchell to step down as 
county leader 


COUNTY council leader Keith 
Mitchell is set to step down after 
ten years in the job. 

The Conservative councillor has 
written to party members to 
inform them of his intention to 
resign in May. 

He has led the county council for 
a decade and the Conservative 
group at County Hall for 12 years. 

In the letter, he told party 
members he believed it was the 
right time to step aside. 

He said: “On 5 November, 2011,1 
complete ten years as leader of 
the council and 12 years as 
Conservative group leader. 

“While Margaret Thatcher is my 
political hero in almost all 
respects, I have always had a 
sneaking respect for Harold 
Wilson’s sense of timing.” 

Mr Mitchell, who became a 
county councillor for Bloxham in 
1989, is set to formally announce 
his decision this week and will 
then step down at the council’s 
annual meeting in May. He told

party members he would not be 
retiring and would look for “a 
political or other public-service 
role”. 

In May, we revealed how Mr 
Mitchell survived a leadership 
challenge from cabinet member 
Ian Hudspeth and Thame and 
Chinnor councillor Nick Carter. 

Mr Hudspeth said: “Keith has 
done a fantastic job in 
transforming the county. The 
leadership issue will be sorted out 
next April.” 

He would not confirm if he 
would stand. 

Mr Mitchell said on his blog: 
“My reason for making the 
position clear now is to give my 
Conservative colleagues plenty of 
time to consider the issue of 
succession as leader of the 
Conservative Group and, 
therefore, as leader of the 
council.” 

He said he was not retiring: “I 


will see what is out there once I 
step down from the very 
demanding job of leader of the 
council.” 

He also confirmed he would 
continue as a backbencher until 
the next council election in 2013. 

Mr Mitchell has seen his recent 
reign dominated by the need to 
make large cutbacks to council 
services. 

The 65-year-old, who describes 
himself as “proud to be politically 
incorrect” on his council profile 
web page, is no stranger to 
controversy. 

Last week he tweeted about a 
“gaggle of deficit deniers parading 
around outside” County Hall. 

He added: “Do they have jobs or 
are they on benefit?” 

He has also branded student fees 
protesters “oiks”, labelling them 
“an ugly, badly dressed student 
rabble” and criticised leading 
authors including Philip Pullman 
for their opposition to library 
cuts.

Tower Heist is a largely entertaining 
if completely preposterous romp, 
especially when it comes to the

climactic theft. Griffin and Nathanson 
wilfully ignore the laws of physics and 
for a final flourish, they permit 
characters to accomplish an 
impossible feat in a similarly 
impossible short span of time to 
ensure that the good guys have a 
fighting chance of recouping their 
stolen money. 

It’s a pity the screenwriters cheat 
because it dissipates dramatic 
tension and negates any hint of 
jeopardy. 

The unlikely mastermind is Josh 
Kovacs (Ben Stiller), proud manager 
of The Tower, one of the most 
luxurious and tightly secured 
residences in New York City. 

The average apartment costs 
$5.6m dollars with stunning views of 
the city and Central Park. 

Josh has been in charge for more 
than ten years and takes care of his 
staff. 

However, one wrong decision ruins 
everything. Josh entrusts the 
workers’ pensions to Wall Street titan 
Arthur Shaw (Alan Alda), who is 
placed under house arrest after he is 


caught stealing two billion dollars 
from investors. 

The employees’ futures are gone, 
along with the entire life savings of 
retiring doorman, Lester (Stephen 
McKinley Henderson). 

Convinced Arthur must have a 
multimillion-dollar safety net 
concealed in his penthouse, Josh 
approaches petty thief Slide (Eddie 
Murphy) to plot the perfect heist. 

While Special Agent Claire Denham 
(Tea Leoni) keeps a close eye on 
Shaw, Josh and Slide initiate their 
daring scheme aided by Josh’s 
brother-in-law and concierge Charlie 
(Casey Affleck), sassy housemaid 
Odessa (Gabourey Sidibe), lazy 
bellhop Dev'Reaux (Michael Pena) 
and recently evicted resident Chase 
(Matthew Broderick). 

Tower Heist gallops along at a fair 
lick. 

Stiller is a likeable hero, risking 
everything to ensure the staff aren”t 
swindled out of their dues. 

Broderick, Affleck and Sidibe, 
sporting a credible Jamaican accent 
as the sassy housemaid with safe¬ 


cracking abilities, lend solid support, 
while Alda essays a fittingly 
loathsome villain with influential 
friends in the right places. 

However, Murphy threatens to sink 
the film every time he opens his 


mouth and launches into his high 
volume, flamboyant schtick. 

Ratner orchestrates action 
sequences with aplomb, careening 
through those gaping holes in the 
script at breakneck speed.

THERE may be a few more mobile phone 
shops and nail bars, but historian Malcolm 
Graham says Banbury has impressively 
protected its heritage. 

He has compiled a book, Banbury Then 
& Now, with the help of photographer 
Laurence Waters to show how the town 
has changed over the years. 

Standing in Cornhill in 1920 the 
shopper could choose from Foster 
Brothers Clothes Company, C Newman 
for “fancy goods” or Barclays Bank. 

Now the bank is a Ladbrokes, while 
the Fosters has been replaced by 
Druckers cafe, which backs on to the 
Castle Quay shopping centre, opened in 
2000. 

In 1960, names like Savers, 
wiggler.co.uk and Subway were 
nowhere to be seen on High Street, 
though it did then have Clarks Shoes 
and H Samuel. 

Some 51 years later they are still in 
the town - in Castle Quay. 

A few more buses, a lot more 
concrete and a lot fewer horses and 
carriages distinguish the view on to 
Bridge Street from its 1880 ancestor. 

Mr Graham said: “I think it is 
always interesting to know what places were 
like before. It is a lesson to us. 

“Sometimes we can see we have improved 
things, sometimes it is the opposite.” 

He said: “There is so much more appreciation 
for the character of Banbury since the 60s.” 

Yet the importance of conservation has not 
stretched down the ages, he said, with the town’s 
medieval church flattened at the end of the 18th 
century. 

At the end of the English Civil War in the mid 
17th century, the town’s castle was pulled down in 



a bid to stop any repeat future hostilities. 

Its name lives on at the site, through - Castle Quay. But one act of 
modern town planning still irks the author, the demolition in the 1960s 
of the 1633 Original Cake Shop in Parsons Street, seen here in its 1902 
glory. 

Mr Graham was Oxfordshire’s first full-time history librarian in 1970 
and worked all his career telling the county’s story until his retirement 
in 2008.

I t might seem ridiculous to 
talk about a car that starts 
in price at more than £15,000 
as a bargain — but the MG6 
might just qualify. 

The GT hatchback is a spa¬ 
cious, sporty, practical family 
car, delivering a smooth ride, 
precise handling and rock-solid 
cruising. 

As I said when I drove the 
Magnette — four-door saloon — 
version a few weeks ago, it is a 
crying shame that a badge that 
means so much to Oxford and 
Abingdon now adorns a Chinese 
creation, but we are where we 
are and there’s no point crying 
over it. 

Though the car is manufac¬ 
tured in China — the largest car 
market in the world — it was 
designed by a West Midlands- 
based team, led by Tony 
Williams-Kenny, and final 
assembly takes place in 
Birmingham. 

That famous octagonal badge

and a heap of standard equip¬ 
ment. So far the only engine on 
offer is a 1.8-litre petrol, tur¬ 
bocharged, four-cylinder unit, 
linked to a five-speed manual 
gearbox. 

Delivering 160 horsepower, 
this engine is no slouch and per¬ 
fectly matches the sporty char¬ 
acter of the car. Riding on 18- 
inch alloy wheels, the agility of 
the MG6 is something of a sur¬ 
prise, as though this is a big-bod¬ 
ied car, it feels much smaller on 
the road. 

Active safety equipment on 
the car matches the oomph on 
offer, with anti-lock braking, 
traction control and a tyre pres¬ 
sure monitoring system all stan¬ 
dard.

The dashboard layout is unex- 
citingly conventional, with clear, 
white-on-black marked dials and 
red needles, and a trip computer 
offering information, at the 
touch of a roller switch, on 
everything from current jour¬ 
ney mileage, time and fuel con¬ 
sumption, to range-to-empty 
fuel tank and, bizarrely, a lap 
timer. 

The MG6 is likely to be on the 
must-see list of company car 
buyers and to tempt those driv¬ 
ers standard equipment levels 
are high.
